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REV. E. W. WILLIAMS ENTERS 
ETERNAL REST 


After a courageous battle against 
failing health for a number of months, 
Rev. E. W. Williams lost to physical 
death, but triumphantly entered into 
that rest that remaineth for the chil- 
dren of God, Sunday, July 15, at 1:45 
p.m., in Tampa, Fla. 

Brother Williams was born Nov. 8, 
1893. He became a licensed minister in 
the Church of God June 24, 1919, and 
was ordained July 10, 1924, which 
means that he gave to the Church 
thirty-two years of consecrated, active, 
and successful service. He was a mem- 
ber of the Supreme Council 1929—1941, 
then again in 1943. In the Assembly 
year of 1943 and 1944, he was elected 
to serve as one of the Assistant Gen- 
eral Overseers when the nation was 
districted, and in that capacity he 


served as an associate councillor. In. 


the Assembly year of 1944 he was elec- 
ted again to the Supreme Council and 
served until the Assembly of 1947. He 
was re-elected to the Supreme Council 
at the Assembly of 1950, and was hold- 
ing that office at his death. 

At the Assembly of 1929, Brother 
Williams was appointed to serve as 
a member of the Mission Board, which 
position he held until the Assembly 
of 1939. Outside of the successful 
evangelistic and pastoral work that he 
did, he served the following states 


as overseer: Oklahoma, 1926-’27; 
Texas, 1927-’28; Florida, 1931-’36; 
North Carolina, 1937-’39. At the 


Assembly of 1939 he accepted the 
pastorate at Jacksonville, Fla., which 
he served until 1942. At the Assembly 
of 1942 he was appointed ‘state over- 
seer of Ohio. As has already been 
mentioned, he was elected at the 
Assembly of 1943 as Assistant General 
Overseer. At the Assembly of 1944 
he was appointed state overseer of 
Kentucky, which he served until the 
Assembly of 1946, at which time he 
was appointed again to serve as state 
overseer of North Carolina, which 
position he held until the Assembly 
of 1950. At the Assembly of 1950 he

was appointed state overseer of Ala- 
bama. He resigned as state overseer 
of Alabama, after serving only about 
two months, due to the serious con- 
dition of his health, and retired from 
active ministry. He returned to his 
home in Tampa, Fla., where he, his 
family, and thousands of ministers, 
members and friends of the Church of 
God hoped and prayed earnestly for 
his recovery. His last appearance here 
in Cleveland, Tenn., was during the 
closing exercises of Lee College, at 
which time he delivered a brief but 
inspiring message in the Alumni pro- 
gram. At that time it was quite evi- 
dent that nothing short of an ab- 
solute miracle would restore our 
Brother Williams to health. 

His funeral was conducted in the 
Buffalo Avenue, Tampa, Fla., church, 
July 18, 11:00 a.m. Rev. R. P. Johnson, 
a lifelong friend and one of Brother 
Williams’ converts, was the officiating 
minister. Rev. H. L. Chesser, General 
Overseer, gave the scripture reading 
and a historette of Brother Williams. 
Rev. J. T. Roberts, state overseer of 
Florida, Rev. E. O. Kerce, Brother 
Williams’ pastor, Rev. David L. 
Lemons, and Rev. Ralph Tedder, of 
North Carolina, had a part in the 
service. Rev. Wade H. Horton, of 
Charlotte, N. C., Rev. H. D. Williams, 
state overseer of Alabama, and many 
other ministers of various states were 
present. Professor Vep Ellis and 
Vesta Kerce had charge of the music. 
The following ministers served as pall- 
bearers: W. C. Byrd, L. R. Alderman, 
A. V. Howell, R. E. Drymon, Brady 
Alford, and John Adair. Ali of these 
are Florida pastors. The attendance 
was large, and the floral offering was 
huge and magnificent, requiring two 
trucks to transport the flowers. Sur- 
viving our Brother Williams’ home- 
going are his faithful wife, two sons, 
Ralph, former National Youth Director 
and present pastor at Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla., and Lt. Malcolm Williams, of the 


United States Navy, stationed at Key 
West, Fla.; three daughters, Mrs. 
Dorothy Bryant, of Cleveland, Tenn., 
Mrs. Darlene Padgett, wife of Rev.

The approval of the Holy Ghost was upon the 
meeting from the beginning to the end. A number were 
saved, sanctified, and baptized with the Holy Ghost.

I was privileged to be in the camp 
meeting only through the 28th, but the hospitality, cordi- 
ality and warmth of genuine old-time fellowship shown 
to us by the overseer, his family, ministers and members 
was so heart-warming as to send us away with renewed 
energy and zeal for God.

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our baby, and I motored over to Charlotte, N. C., to be 
with state overseer, Dr. Earl P. Paulk, and his great 
corps of ministers in their wonderful camp meeting. 
Of course, all who are acquainted with Brother Paulk 
know that things have to move along where he is; not 
only that, but at top speed, and he strives for the best. That 
is what we found to be the record. The report on everything 
was “100 per cent, and that North Carolina is holding first 
place of all the AA states.” It was a real treat to have the 
privilege to be in the night service of the 5th and hear 
the dynamic message delivered by the night speaker, 
Ray Hughes, and hear the shouts of joy and victory from 
the hundreds in the great tabernacle, as well as to see 
many seek the Lord at the old-fashioned altar. The day 
services of the 6th were also good, and I am sure we shall 
be reading more about the wonderful success of the entire 
camp meeting. 

On July 8, I entrained in Chattanooga for my trip to 
Ultram, a matter of fifteen miles out from Estevan, Sask’, 
Canada, to be with Overseer J. Andrew Rafferty and his 
good ministers as night speaker in the camp meeting. 
Arriving there on the afternoon of the 10th, the camp 
meeting started that night. The weather was so cold on 
the 11th and 12th that I felt very comfortable in Brother 
Rafferty’s topcoat, although I know I looked silly in it, a 
straw hat, a summer suit, and summer shoes. It warmed 
up, however, and before the last service Sunday night, 
the 15th, I found it very convenient and comfortable to 
discard my coat while preaching. Several seekers were 
greatly blessed; six received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. All of the services were good, and I was profoundly 
impressed with the fact that practically all the ministers 
were working whole-heartedly with their progressive- 
minded, hard-working overseer. Brother and Sister Lynn 
Davis, singers and musicians of radio and recording fame, 
were of great help. Brother and Sister Rafferty know how 
to make a person feel perfectly at home about them. I feel 
that the ministers in Western Canada and their state 
overseer are standing firm for the Church of God. The 
International Bible College has acccmplished great good 
It was inspiring to see the zeal that the ministerial 
students have for God, as well as the intelligent 
manner they deliver gospel messages. A number of the 
students are called to be missionaries. Western Canada is 
on the forward march. This does not mean, however, that 
they are not confronted with opposition. 

July 16, at 11:45, I left Estevan by train for Jonesboro, 
Ark., to serve as night speaker for the state overseer, L. L. 
Hughes, and his ministers in their camp meeting 
and convention. Jonesboro is a beautiful town of some- 
thing near 20,000 population. The convention was held 
in the Jonesboro High School auditorium, and, apparent- 
ly, the management did everything they could for the 
convenience of the convention. Let me say here that I 
certainly did not need anyone’s topcoat while in Arkansas, 
but, to the contrary, even though I preached in my shirt 
sleeves every night, I neverthéless hung out a “wet wash” 
after every night service. 

It was my privilege to be with Brother Hughes and his 
ministers in a state prayer conference two years ago, and 
it was much like going back home to be with them again. 
Arkansas has had its struggles, but it is quite evident that 
under the splendid leadership of Brother L. L. Hughes and 
the whole-hearted cooperation of his good corps of min- 
isters, Arkansas is definitely making progress. One of the 
main features of the day services was the morning lec- 
tures by Dr. L. W. Sisk, teacher of theology in our Inter- 
national Preparatory Institute at San Antonio, Texas. 
Fis lectures were outstanding. Of course, all the day ser- 
vices were good, and every department of the church was 
well represented. A few nights the altar was filled with 
seekers, and I am sure several were definitely blessed. The 
cemp meeting adjourned at noon, Sunday, the 22d, with 
a great mission service. 

So, here I am in the office again, after these delightful 
visits where I, neverthless, had the opportunity and re- 
sponsibility of burning up a lot of energy, in dcing, I feel, 
my best to help my fellow ministers and the lost. Camp 
meeting and convention days are just about over for 1951, 
but I am sure you will be reading reports all along from the 
state overseers, as well as from the members of the Ap- 
pointing Board, that will thrill your hearts. 
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Rev. T. A. Richard was born in 
Fannin County, Georgia, Dec. 5. 1882, 
and was reared on a farm in Hemp- 
town Valley. For 13 years he was en- 
gaged at public works, mostly copper 
furnace work. He was gloriously saved 
at the age of 28. Not long after that 
he moved to Cleveland, Tenn., went 
into business, and began attending 
the Church of God. He says, “One 
night about twelve o’clock, in the 
South Cleveland tabernacle, I was 
gloriously sanctified and began to seek 
for the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
One day I said, ‘Lord, I will shut up 
this place of business and never open 
it until I receive the Holy Ghost.’ So 
I did and went through a two weeks’ 
revival in Copperhill, Tenn., where I 
had been very wicked. But I didn’t re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost baptism, and 
was heartbroken. The preachers, W. F. 
Bryant and my brother, L. A. Richard, 
moved the tent to Cole Town. just out 
of Copperhill. I attended and went to 
the altar. The floor of the building 
was very dirty and I had on a light 
summer suit, but soon I found myself 
prostrate on my back. I begged the 
Lord to let me die or give me the 
Holy Ghost, and about 2 a.m., every 
part of my body was completely 
charged by the power of God, and I 
began taiking in a language I had 
never known.” The next day he re- 
turned home and opened his place of 
business. He was happy, but not sat- 
isfied, as he knew God had a work 
for him to do. He took his Bible to 
his’ place of business and devoted all 
of his spare time to studying. 

His education was limited, having 
only finished the seventh grade, “but 
I got a lot of good out of Webster’s 
blue-back speller—that was one of 
our most important books. One 
Wednesday night, at the North Cleve- 
land church, Brother F. J. Lee con- 
ducted the service, which at first was

dry, but toward the last, the whole 
house was filled with the power of 
God, and people ran to the altar. I 
becan to preach in another language, 
and this was the night I received my 
call to the ministry. I had never stud- 
ied the Bible much, and my English 
was crude. I felt so unworthy to un- 
dertake such a job that I would rather 
have died than to preach, but the Lord 
wouldn’t have any of my excuses.” 
Brother Richard says he became so 
miserable that he said, “Lord, if you 
will deliver me from this business I 
will go.” In about three days a Mr. 
Maples bought the store. The Lord 
said, “Go back to Copperhill where 
you lived so wickedly and tell your old 
friends what the Lord has done for 
you.” He went back and started his 
first revival in the little old building 
where he received the Holy Ghost. It 
was in this meeting that Brothers 
Henry Chancey and Arthur Tarpley, 
who was a good singer, were saved, 
sanctiiied, and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. Brother Richard went from this 
place over near the business part of 
Copperhill, rented a store building, and 
started a meeting. It wasn’t long until 
this place was much too small. “There 
was a new large church house at 
Copperhill that I wanted to conduct 
my next revival in, but a preacher 
bought the building to keep us from 
getting it. But my old friends made 
it so hot for him he said, ‘If you will 
pay my money back, you can have 
the house.’ I told him we would. I 
didn’t have $5.00 of it, but I knew I 
had lived in such a way that I could 
borrow the money. We paid him off 
and got a deed for the property, and 
we had great revivals for three years. 
Foiks came to the altar weeping their 
way to victory. Our church began to 
grow; many received the Holy Ghost, 
some made good preachers. Rev. Ben 
Thomas was one. He served as state

overseer of Illinois for a number of 
years.” 

Leaving Copperhill, he went to 
Nashville, Tenn., where he had a won- 
derful time for three years. At least 
three good preachers were won there; 
namely, John C. Jernigan, R. L. Greg- 
ory, and Allen Potts. While there he 
bought a nice size church house and 
a six-room parsonage... He was sent 
from Nashville to serve as state over- 
seer of Louisiana. His wife lost her 
health in Louisiana and they had to 
move. Brother Lee offered him a 
choice of four different states if he 
would continue in overseer work, but 
he came to Alabama City, Ala., to 
pastor for two years, which he enjoyed 
very much. “We had some great re- 
vivals, won many souls, and built a 
very nice church building. We found 
out the devil wasn’t dead in Alabama 


comes in time of need.” 

Brother Richard moved from Ala- 
bama City to Pratt City, Ala., for one 
year’s pastorate. They had a gicav 
year and had on hand enough money 
to pay the down payment on a new 
building, but despite their one hundred 
per cent vote for him to return, he 
accepted the pastorate at Harlan, Ky., 
with gloomy prospects. “One night it 
was snowing and very cold; the river 
at the back of the church froze over. 
I announced we would start a revival 
the next service. The folks looked at 
one another like they thought they 
had a crazy pastor, but we started the 
revival, and there were numbers saved, 
sanctified, and seven grown people re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost. Harlan was 
said to have one murder a day, and 
the day I arrived in Harlan there were 
four murders. God helped me to win 
a number of those rough fellows.” 
They had a number of good revivals 
during the four years, and several 
were added to the church. 

After fifteen years, the Richards re- 
turned to Copperhill, Tenn., for an- 
other great year, during which time

they bought a nice parsonage. Nex@® 


the overseer sent them to Kingspor 
Tenn., to be district overseer of the 
Bristol District. That was a very hard 
place, without a building to worship 
in, but they went to work, bought a 
lot, started a building fund, and were 
ready to build a church house when 
called back to Harlan, Ky., where they 
spent two more years. The next 18 
months were spent at McVeigh, Ky. 
Then they went to Christopher, Ky., 
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where they spent six months. “Our 
next move was to Dividing Ridge, 
Tenn. We spent only one year there, 
and about all the good we did was 
to get rid of dead weights, after which 
the church began to grow and has 
made good ever since. From Dividing 
Ridge we moved: to Morristown, Tenn. 
The church was not.so good, but 
we worked hard and accomplished 
some gain. We were then sent to 
Whitwell, Tenn., by the state overseer, 
Rev. J. D. Bright, where we spent 
f wo years, set four new churches in 
rder, and had some real revivals and 
healings. We worked these two years 
as district overseer. I asked Brother 
Bright to relieve me of that job as I 
was a tired man, so he did, and gave 
me Kinser Chapel, just out of Cleve- 
land, Tenn. I served here only about 
seven months when I was placed on 
the Orphanage Board. After we bought 
another home we couldn’t get any- 
one to be manager, so I was requested 
to take it, which I did. I worked hard, 
got a serious burn when a steam pres- 
sure cooker blew up, and had to give 
this job up. The General Overseer 
and other officials advised me to take 
my retirement, and I felt so bad and 
run down that I decided it would be 
best. I had spent nearly thirty-three 
years in unbroken service. Later my 
health began to pick up, and I have 
held several revivals, one in Chicago, 
Ill. This was a very good one, which 
I did enjoy. It was hard on me going 
up on the bus, and Brother Leonard 
Newton, the pastor, advised me to take 
a plane back to Chattanooga, Tenn., 
‘ here I then lived, so I did. This was 
my first trip by air, and I greatly 
enjoyed it. 
The Lord has been so good to me, 


healed me of pellagra when the doc- 
tor said I would die. Again, in 1918, 
the Lord healed me of tuberculosis and 
brought me out of the jaws of death. 
I have gone to the last meal and 
didn’t know where we would sleep; 
have walked all night and prayed for 
the sick. One thing that happened 
in my ministry was, an outlaw brought 
a black diamond rattlesnake into one 
of my services. The power of the Lord 
came down, and I pick:d it up several 
times, at least seven or eight times, 
without harm. But understand, I 
didn’t request that the snake be 
brought in. I have also had at least 
three experiences of casting out devils. 
One came out screaming. At Copper- 
hill, Tenn., the high sheriff said dyna- 
mite ought to be put under our church 
building and it blown into the river. 
The mayor of the town rented a large 
lot to a carnival close to our church 
just as we started a revival. The first 
night they disturbed very much. The 
next evening before our meeting 
started I told the manager if he dis- 
turbed my meeting I would indict 
him, so we had a great crowd and 
broke up the show, and the city sold 
their tents for their taker. Then, they 
threatened to burn me in a copper 
furnace. One good old brother came, 
after praying all night, and said the 
Lord showed him I had better leave 
town or I would suffer body injuries. 
I told him the Lord would have to 
show me before I would go, so no one 
ever hurt me, but God gave me many 
souls. 

These are only a few sketches of 
some of the things I can rejoice aboui 
because the Lord brought me through 
_—- all and I am happy. Praise the 

ord.

Lf aying Sithes

There are many questions about 
tithes, such as, What are tithes? To 
whom do they belong? What are they 
for? Where are they to be paid? 
Friend, by the help of God, I am going 
to give you scripture for each of these 
questions. 

In Gen. 28:22 are these words, “And 
this stone which I have set for a 
pillar, shall be God’s house: and of 
all that thou shalt give me I wil 
surely give the tenth unto thee...” 
Num. 18:26 speaks of the Levites 
(which are the priests or preachers) 
paying the tenth part of the tithes 
that they received. Then the tenth 
part of all our increases is called 
tithes, and is holy unto the Lord, and 
does not belong to us at all. Lev. 
27:30, “And all the tithes of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land, or 
of the fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s: 
it is holy unto the Lord.” How can we 
be happy, and God be pleased, if we 
withhold that which is God’s? Pre- 
cious heart, there is a blessing in pay- 
ing tithes that nothing else brings— 
such promises as in Deut. 14:29, “... 
that the Lord thy God may bless thee 
in all the work of thine hand which 
thou doest.” Mal. 3:10, “Bring ye all 
the tithes into the storehouse, that 
there may be meat in mine house, and 
prove me now herewith, saith the Lord 
of hosts, if I will not open you the 
windows of heaven, and pour you out 
a blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it.” Why, He’s 
even promised to rebuke the devourer 
for our sakes. Prov. 3:9, 10 says, ‘“Hon- 
cur the Lord with thy substance, and 
with the firstfruits of all thine in- 
crease: So shall thy barns be filled 
with plenty, and thy presses shall 
burst out with new wine.” 

God should be first in everything, 
but so many deduct here and there 
and everywhere else, that there is 
nothing left to offer God. Don’t you 
suppose He is ashamed of us some- 
times? Others will pay if they like 
the pastor, but that is not the right 
attitude. We are not to pay tithes just 
because we like the pastor, but be- 
cause we love God and want to obey 
His Word. God is to come first and 
have the tenth of everything, no mat- 
ter what it may be. I know there are 
many skeptics who say, “Oh, that was 
under the law and not for us,” but 
such an attitude is causing America 
to be cursed today, because the law 
was a shadow of things to come in 
our day. Mal. 3:8, 9 says “Will a man 
rob God? Yet ye have robbed me. 
But ye say, Wherein have we robbed 
thee? In tithes and offerings. Ye are 
cursed with a curse: for ye have 
robbed me, even this whole nation.” 
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In Heb. 7:5, Paul said, “And verily 
they that are of the sons of Levi, who 
receive the office of the priesthood, 
have a commandment to take tithes of 
the people according to the law, that 
is, of the brethren, though they come 
out of the loins of Abraham.” Does 
this have to be on every page for 
you to believe it? No, a thousand times 
no. Put God’s tenth where it belongs, 
and see how much better you get 
along. 

Now to the question, What are tithes 
for? In Num. 18:21 we read, “And, 
behold, I have given the children of 
Levi all the tenth in Israel for an in- 
heritance, for their service which they 
serve, even the service of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation.” Deut. 14:27, 
“And the Levite (or pastor) that is 
within thy gates; thou shalt not for- 
sake him: for he hath no part nor 
inheritance with thee.” The pastor is 
not supposed to spend his time work- 
ing and wondering how he is going 
to live, but is to give his time fully to 
the cause of Christ and is to be sup- 
ported by our tithes. Remember, he 
and his family must be supported, and 
God has ordained this plan to care 
for his ministers. Many pastors have 
had to suffer because people failed to 
give God his part where it belonged. 
Deut. 12:19, “Take heed to thyself that 
thou forsake not the Levites (pastor) 
as long as thou livest upon the earth.” 
(Num. 18:24; Deut. 14:29.) In Luke 
10:7, Jesus said, “The labourer is 
worthy of his hire,” and in Matt. 10:10, 
“ |... for the workman is worthy of 
his meat.” How easy it is to take meat 
from the pastor by not obeying God’s 
Word in paying tithes (Heb. 17:5). 
James 5:4, “Behold, the hire of the 
labourers who have reaped down your 
fields, which is of you kept back by 
fraud, crieth: and the cries of them 
which have reaped are entered into 
the ears of the Lord of sabaoth.” 

Can’t you see how important it is 
to pay tithes? I know there are many 
times when it looks like we can hardly 
spare them, but by proving God, I 
know He will bless that which we have 
left in such a way that it will seem 
to go much farther; therefore, we 
will be financially and_ spiritually 
blessed. After all, the tenth is not 
ours and paying tithes is giving God 
, _ which belongs to Him (Mal. 

Where does the Bible say to pay the 
tithes? Deut. 12:13, 14, “Take heed 
to thyself that thou offer not thy 
burnt offerings in every place that 
thou seest: But in the place which the 
Lord shall choose in one of thy tribes, 
there thou shalt offer thy burnt of- 
ferings, and there thou shalt do all 


that I command thee.” Deut. 12:5,6, 
“But unto the place which the Lord 
your God shall choose out of all your 
tribes and put his name there, even 
unto his habitation shall ye seek, and 
thither thou shalt come: And thither 
ye shall bring your burnt offerings, 
and your sacrifices, and your tithes, 
and heave offerings of your hand, and 
your vows, and your freewill offerings, 
and the firstlings of your herds and 
of your flocks.” Deut. 14:24-26, “And 
if the way be too long for thee, so that 
thou art not able to carry it; or if th 

place be too far from thee, which th 

Lord thy God shall choose to set his 
name there, when the Lord thy God 
hath blessed thee: Then shalt thou 
turn it into money, and bind up the 
money in thine hand, and shalt go un- 
to the place which the Lord thy God 
shall choose: And thou shalt bestow 
that money ... ” Deut. 26:2, “That 
thou shalt take of the first of all the 
fruit of the earth, which thou shalt 
bring of thy land that the Lord thy 
God giveth thee, and shalt put it in 
a basket, and shalt go unto the place 
which the Lord thy God shall choose 
to place his name there.” (Deut. 12:11.) 
Exodus 23:19, “The first of the first- 
fruits of thy land thou shalt bring into 
the house of the Lord thy God.” That 
does not sound like giving it here and 
there or anywhere, does it? (Neh. 
13:12.) Mal. 3:10 says the “storehouse” 
which, of course, is God’s house. In 
Luke 11:42, Christ said, “But woe unto 
you, Pharisees! for ye tithe mint and 
rue and all manner of herbs, and pass 
over judgment and the love of God; 
these ought ye to have done, and no 

leave the other undone.” Christ ap 

proved their tithing, but rebuked them 
for not having the love of God in their 
hearts. They had not been born again, 
but had a form of worship, not having 
the love of God in their hearts, as many 
are doing today. The Saviour endorsed 
paying tithes, and there is no way to 
exclude it from the Bible (Matt. 23:23). 
Heb. 7:5, “And verily they that are of 
the sons of Levi, who receive the office 
of the priesthood, have a command- 
ment to take tithes of the people ac- 
cording to law.” There is no way 
around it and please God. 

Friend, do you want God to open 
unto you the windows of heaven and 
pour out blessings that there will not 
be room enough to receive? Just try 
and prove God; see if He won’t do 
what He said, and soon you’ll wish 
you had been paying tithes all your 
life. Remember, the tenth part of 
everything we have is tithes, is holy, 
and is God’s, and we’re cursed if we 
do not give it like the Bible says to. 

16:1, 2, “Now con- 
cerning the collection for the saints,

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THE MILLENNIUM ,, 


I shall accede in the desire of many 
friends to bring you a short message 
on the Bible doctrine of the MILLEN- 
NIUM. The devil does not like that 
part of the Bible which promises that 
the saints shall reign with Christ upon 
the earth a thousand years. And no 
wonder; the prophecy tells him that 
he will then be chained in hell. The 
9th chapter of Revelation exhibits the 
devil in sole possession of the key to 
the bottomless pit; but during the 
Armageddon conflict, depicted in the 
Apocaiyptic scenes of the 19th chap- 
ter, the key is wrested from his hands 
and falls into the hands of God’s 
“police-angel” descending from heaven 
with his great chain. He lays hold on 
the devil, that old serpent, arrests him 
as you would a common desperado, 
binds him hand and foot with his big 
chain, takes the key and unlocks the 
pandemonium of unquenchable fire, 
casts him into this dark dungeon, 
locks him fast, and writes the seal of 
God on the great iron door. For the 
first time in history, mankind will 
‘hen be without a devil. Praise God 
for a world without a devil! 

Now Satan is a Bible reader, and 
when he comes to this divine proph- 
ecy he has a judgment chill, “fears 
and trembles” (so Scripture says), 
then runs over to visit Baal’s preach- 
ers to see if they will be his agent liars 
to tell the people that this part of the 
Bible is nothing but a mere figure <r 
symbol, that it is not really an actual 
scene of God’s redeemed and resur- 
rected saints living on earth without 
a devil. 

Don’t you know, my friends, that 
God’s Book would be incomplete un- 
less it gave us a prophetic account of 
the end of sin and Satan? And just 
as sure as the Alpha of Genesis ac- 
counts for sin and Satan’s entrance 
into this world, so the Omega of Rév- 
elation is a genuine and prophetic pic- 
ture of Satan’s destruction from this 
earth. The one is as literal as the 
other. Oh, how we should study the 
devices of the devil that we may know 
him when we meet him! The devil 
dons himself in the apparel of an 
angel and comes to us as a wolf in 
sheep’s clothing. One major lie of the 
devil is to spiritualize all the literal 
and literalize all the spiritual until 
God’s Word is so bungled by muddled- 
headed teachers that the people don’t 
know what to believe. 

That the Bible has its signs and 
symbols, its types and figures, alle- 
gories and metaphors, I admit; but 
the contexts, or the well known laws 
of language, always explain those 
symbols as to illustrate tangible, ac- 
tual, and real things—otherwise the 
Bible would be mere fiction, and there 
would be as many different interpre- 
tations and ideas as there are fanci- 
ful imaginations of different writers 
and expositors. The devil has a wise

method of hoodwinking the unlet- 
tered. God has not left us in the dark 
to guess at what has been revealed. 
Any intelligent person.can discrim- 
inate between a literal and a sym- 
bolic expression. For example, when 
we read of that old serpent in Genesis, 
3d chapter, we know it is a material 
object symbolical of the devil, because 
Rev. 20:2 explains it as such. But 
when we read of God’s police-angel 
taking hold of that old devil and bind- 
ing him for a thousand years, sym- 
bolism is exhausted—devil means just 
plain devil, and the thousand years 
means a period of time set apart from 
eternity, whether it consists of twelve 
months or a million months. A man 
may spiritualize all the fire out of hell 
in the imaginations of his own mind; 
yea, and plow up the place and plant 
it in a garden of roses; but notwith- 
standing his metaphysical heresy, the 
ever-dying worms that have fought 
holiness and the supernaturalisms of 
Scripture still writhe and roll in the 
hot ashes of hell fire and brimstone. 

Let us read what the Book says: 
“And he laid hold on the dragon, that 
old serpent, which is the Devil, and 
Satan, and bound him a thousand 
years, and cast him into the bottom- 
less pit, and shut him up, and set a 
seal upon him, that he should de- 
ceive the nations no more, till the 
thousand years should be fulfilled: 
and after that he must be loosed a 
little season. And I saw thrones, and 
they sat upon them, and judgment 
was given unto them: and I saw the 
souls of them that were beheaded 
for the witness of Jesus, and for the 
word of God, and which had not wor- 
shipped the beast, neither his image, 
neither had received his mark upon 
their foreheads, or in their hands; 
and they lived and reigned with 
Christ a thousand years,” Rev. 20:2-4. 
To prove that this is a literal resur- 
rection of the BODIES of the saints, 
all we have to do is read the next 
verse—‘But the rest of the dead lived 
not again until the thousand years 
were finished. This is the first resur- 
rection.” “Rest of the dead” means, 
of course, the wicked dead, those who 
died in sin; they will not rise when 
the righteous rise. Now can’t you see, 
if you spiritualize the first resurrec- 
tion, that of the saints, you do una- 
voidably spiritualize the resurrection 
of the wicked, for the Holy Ghost em- 
ploys the very same language in de- 
scribing both. 

Jesus said, “The hour is coming, in 
the which all that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice, and shall come 
forth: they that have done good, unto 
the resurrection of life; and they that 
have done evil, unto the resurrection 
of damnation,” John 5:28, 29. But 
some whirligig quibbler will say, “This 
verse says the righteous and wicked 
will all rise the same hour.” The text 


says no such thing. It states this and 
nothing besides, that for each and 
all of them the hour will come when 
they will be raised. The text by 
means designates the time elem 
intervening between the two resurrec- 
tions; it merely states the fact that 
God will, in His own time, cause both 
righteous and wicked to rise from the 
dead. The 20th chapter of Revelation, 
however, does designate the time ele- 
ment, placing a millennium between 
the two. 

QUESTION: WHEN WILL THIS 
THOUSAND YEARS START COUNT- 
ING? This is easy to explain by read- 
ing the 6th and 7th verses of Rev- 
elation 20. Read these two verses 
carefully and you can see that the one 
thousand years of Satan’s imprison- 
ment is the same period when Christ 
will reign with His saints. Let us read 
it: “They shall be priests of God and 
of Christ; and shall reign with him 
a thousand years. And when the 
thousand years are expired Satan will 
be loosed out of his prison.” See here, 
the reign of Christ and the prison 
term cf Satan expire at cn2 and the 
same time: and if they expire at the 


same time, it is evident they begin 
the same time, for both are of 9 a 


same duration—‘a thousand year 
Hence, the millennial kingdom of 
Christ will begin with the binding of 
the devil. There is a school of mud- 
dled-headed scholars who say we are 
already in the millennium, and that 
the devil is already bound. If the devil 
is bound, he certainly is tied to a long 
chain. He has plenty of grazing room, 
doesn’t he? Any man of intelligence 
and honesty can tell that the devil 
is not bound by the work he is doing. 
If he is bound, he certainly has some 
good substitutes. 

Another question: WILL CHRIST 
BE WITH HIS PEOPLE IN PERSON 
DURING THIS MILLENNIUM? The 
Bible has the perfect answer. Turn to 
1 Thess. 4:16, and read—“For the Lord 
himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first.” I place special emphasis 
on the personal pronoun “HIMSELF.” 
It wouldn’t: do violence to the text to 
read it thus: “The Lord shall descend 
PERSONALLY from heaven.” The 
next verse says, “So shall we ever be 
with the Lord.” “With the Lord” he 
is in sharp contrast with that asp 
of having God in our hearts in th 
person of the Holy Spirit. It tells us 
that we are not yet “with the Lord,” 
but will be with Him when He comes 
to resurrect the saints. 

Another very important question: 
WILL THIS MILLENNIUM WITH 
THE LORD BE ON EARTH OR IN 
HEAVEN? I’m willing to let the plain 


a 


Word of God answer. All we have t 
do is read Rev. 5:9, 10, jointly wit 4% 
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Rev. 20:6, and the question is an- 
swered. “And they sung a new song, 
saying, Thou art worthy to take the 
book, and to open the seals thereof: 
for thou wast slain, and hast re- 
deemed us to God by thy blood out of 
every kindred, and tongue, and people, 
and nation: And has made us unto 
our God kings and priests: and we 
shall reign on the earth.”

De Al Speak With “Jougues 7 


By REV. G. W. LANE : 


1 Cor. 12:30 


This question has troubled many, 
and possibly some have wondered if 
it is necessary to speak with tongues 
as the evidence of the Holy Ghost 
baptism. The reason for the question 
in their minds is that they have not 
recognized the difference in the “gift” 
of tongues and the tongues given as 
evidence at the time of the Holy 
Ghost baptism, as was witnessed on 
the day of Pentecost. 

The question asked, “Do all speak 
with tongues?” has reference to the 
gift of tongues; therefore, the an- 
swer is “No,” for all do not have the 
gift of tongues any more than all 
have the gift of healing. 

For proof that Paul is speaking of 
the gift of tongues, notice the be- 
ginning of the chapter in which the 
question is asked: 1 Cor. 12:1 “Now 
concerning spiritual gifts, brethren, 
I would not have you ignorant.” You 
will also note that in this chapter 
all the gifts of the Spirit are named— 
wisdom, knowledge, faith, healings, 
miracles, prophecy, discerning of spir- 
its, divers kinds of tongues, and in- 
terpretation of tongues. This should 
convince any and all that this is the 
gift chapter, and that the question 
asked in the 30th verse has reference 
to the gift of tongues. < 

The nine gifts of the Spirit are 
special anointings which may be re- 
ceived after we have received the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, and are not 
to be expected, necessarily, with the 
Baptism, as they are in a realm of 
their own and may be reached by our 
seeking and coveting. We are admon- 
ished to “covet earnestly the best 
gifts,” one of which is the gift of 
tongues and which will be received in 
the same manner as the other gifts. 
Yet we are not to be confused into 
thinking that no tongues are to be 
expected when we receive the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, because we 
are to have a witness by the Holy 
Ghost at that time. 

The witness of the Holy Ghost 
speaking with tongues is clearly 
shown in the following scriptures: 
John 14:16, 17 “And I will pray the 
Father, and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide with 
you for ever: Even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, be- 
cause it seeth him not, neither know- 
eth him: but ye know him; for he 
dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you.” John 15:26, “But when the 
Comforter is come, whom I will send 


unto you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from 
the Father, he shall testify of me.” 
John 16:13, “Howbeit when he, the 
Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide 
you into all truth: for he shall not 
speak of himself; but whatsoever he 
shall hear, that shall he speak: and 
he will shew you things to come.” 

The question might come to your 
mind, “How will He speak?” The an- 
swer is found in the following scrip- 
ture: Isaiah 28:11, “For with stam- 
mering lips and another tongue will 
he speak to this people.” Did it hap- 
pen that way? 

Let us view the followers of Jesus 
as they received the Holy Ghost on 
the day of Pentecost: Acts 2:4, 8-11, 
“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance. And how hear we every 
man in our own tongue, wherein we 
were born? Parthians, and Medes, and 
Elamites, and the dwellers in Meso- 
potamia, and in Judea, and Cappa- 
docia, in Pontus, and Asia, Phrygia, 
and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the 
parts of Libya about Cyrene, and 
strangers of Rome, Jews and prose- 
lytes, Cretes and Arabians, we do 
hear them speak in our tongues the 
wonderful works of God.” 

Not only on the day of Pentecost, 
but other instances are seen in the 
Scripture where tongues accompanied 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost, as 
seen in the following: Acts 10:44-46, 
“While Peter yet spake these words, 
the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 
heard the word.
